DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 9-29, 31, and 33-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

U. S. Patent No. 6,076,405 to Schoess is the reference closest to the claimed 
invention. Schoess discloses a method of acoustically monitoring a wind power 
installation that generates electrical power, wherein the wind power installation includes 
a plurality of components including at least rotor, blades, the method comprising: 
detecting an operating acoustic spectrum generated by at least one of the components 
during operation of the wind power installation; comparing the operating acoustic 
spectrum to a reference acoustic spectrum; detecting a deviation between the operating 
acoustic spectrum and the reference acoustic spectrum; and detecting whether the 
deviation between the operating acoustic spectrum and the reference acoustic spectrum 
exceeds a threshold. However, Schoess does not teach communicating audible sounds 
which caused the deviation between the operating acoustic spectrum and the reference 
acoustic spectrum to a remote monitoring center when the deviation between the 
operating acoustic spectrum and the reference acoustic spectrum exceeds the threshold; 
and including all of the other limitations in the respective independent claims.
